[The late George M. Steinman, a devoted Moravian and widely known 
antiquarian of Lancaster, had the following translations made from the 
original German. 

The Moravian church is one of the oldest religious organizations in 
Lancaster. Since 1746 the congregation has worshipped at the site of 
West Orange and North Market streets. The graveyard, consisting of 
two lots of ground located at the northeast corner of North Prince and 
West Marion streets, was ‘‘used as a cemetery in trust for the use and 
benefit of the Moravian Church of the city of Lancaster since June, 
1794,’ The graveyard is no longer in existence. In 1917 it was 
acquired as a site for a post-office, and the remains of those interred in it, 
which included some of the best families of old Lancaster, were removed 
to Greenwood cemetery.— WILLIAM F. WokRNER.]

“The Cross-Keys” was a favorite place of 
resort for the roistering convivialists of the region 
round about in Mount Joy, Rapho, and Donegal 
townships long years before the town, which after- 
wards included it within its bounds, was laid out, 
und while its site was covered with woods, During 
the Whiskey Insurrection, at a militia training there, 
several persons spoke loudly in favor of the insurgents, 
declaring they were ready to go to their assistance. 
They were subsequently arrested and taken to Lan- 
caster, but excused themselves by saying that their 
apparent disloyalty was only the result of a drinking 
bout, 

Rohrerstown.—The first or eastern portion of the 
town was laid out in September, 1811, by Jacob 
Rohrer, who came from Sporting Hill, and was called 
Rohrerstown. [t consisted of one hundred and thirty- 
four lots, laid out around a centre square, and equally 
divided by the Lancaster and Marrisburg turnpike. 
A lottery was devised for the distribution of lots, 
after au common custom of the time, and tickets were 
sold at eighty-five dollars each. They were not all 
iminediately disposed of, but those remaining in 
Rohrer’s possession were sold within two or three 
years. Rohrer built the wooden portion of the Ex- 
change Hotel as an addition to the old tavern erected 
in 1768, which has already been described, and a small 
building adjoining the site of the present National 
Bank, in which he kept the first store within the 
present limits of Mount Joy. Prior to this time the 
nearest store had been one kept by a Mr. Reeser, one 
mile west of the site of Mount Joy, on the Manheim 
road, where now is the farm-house of Abrain Iiestand, 
in Rapho township, 

Rohrer removed soon after the war of 1812 to Ma- 
rietta, and became president of a bank organized 
there, which finally met with disaster. Prior to that 
tine, however, he returned to the town which he had 
founded, and served here many yeurs as magistrate. 
He died in Mount Joy about 1840. 

The newly laid out village was settled with consid- 
erable rapidity during the war of 1812 and the few 
years following, but afterwards, for a score of years, 
the accessions of population were few. 

One of the early residents! of Mount Joy, or Roh- 
rerstown, has given the writer facts concerning the 
early history of the village, which enable him to pre- 
sent quite a complete view of the place as it appeared 
in the war of 1812 period, Ife estimates that it then 
contained thirty-three families, and identifies the lo- 
cations of atl the houses. Where Dr. Zeigler now 
lives, on the north side of the Main Street and the 
corner of the Centre Square, was a louse built by Brice 
Curran, in 1812, for a residence, but soon given up by 
him to James Sterrett, who kept in it the second store

This five and a 
half acres was covered with timber when it was bought 
by Christian Choick, in 1828, for eight hundred dol- 
He cleared it and laid it out in lots in 1830, 

In 183+ or the following year Jacob Walleck (or 
Wallich), who had a long, narrow strip of land run- 
ning across the Laucaster and Harrisburg turnpike 
to the Manheim road, laid it off in eighty lots, which 
he disposed of by a lottery. Tle removed to the West

Ilenry Eshelman laid out a small addition on the 
south side of the pike and several others surveyed off 
a few lots, while George Myers laid out what was 
called the “ Richland extension.” 

Lots were sold in all of these plats and buildings 
erected, and the two original villages gradually grew 
tovether and became practically one, which slowly 
and evenly increased in population and prosperity. 

Incorporation as a Borough.—Mount Joy was 
incorporated as a borough by act of the Assembly 
passed Feb. 10, 1851, and its boundaries were made 
to include Rohrerstown, Richland, and the several 
other plots or additions lying between them, and 
upon April Ist of that,year the following persons, 
having received a majority of the votes, were, by 
Justice of the Peace J. Shertzer, installed as the first 
officers, viz.: Burgess, Joseph Hougendobler; Clerk, 
Jacob Stautfer; Treasurer, A. Strickler; Town Coun- 
cil, (West Ward) Samuel Minichan, Henry Bender, 
John Reams, (East Ward) Henry Shaffner, Samuel 
Dyer, James Moore.

‘Theinstitution rapidly rose in rank to a po- 
sition among the best of the State.

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The various departments of the school were organ- 
ized uuder a code of thorough system in this admin- 
istration, and the discipline characterized by strict 
couformity to the method and practice of parental 
authority in the old New England home. During 
the ten years Mr. Kennedy was principal of this 
school he educated and schooled for the active duties 
of lite quite a number of young men and women, 
whose life and influence have been an honorable tes- 
timony of his careful training and instruction. 

Congressional aspirations’ induced Kennedy to ne- 
gotiate with Senator George W. Wright, of Mercer 
County, Pa., for the sale of the school property. [t was 
bought, and Senator Wright took possession in Sep- 
tember, 1877. The change was again a fortunate one. 
The new proprietor combined with keen executive 
ability a long and successful experience in schools of 
this kind. He fully understood the wants and neces- 
sities and wisely anticipated the wishes of his stu- 
dents. The comfort and happiness of the children 
were made prominent features. A home feeling was 
created that moulded a sentiment for this institution 
among officials and the public as “a pleasant and 
happy children’s home.” New pupils were admitted, 
swelling the attendance to three hundred and thirty- 
five, the maximum, and averaging through the en- 
suing years to the present about three hundred per 
annuin, A two-story frame building was erected ; 
play-rooms for inclement weather built; pipes con- 
ducting water from the town reservoir were laid and 
distributed to the various departments; other changes 
were made calculated to strengthen the comfort and 
convenience of the institution ; a milder policy in the 
general discipline of the school was inaugurated, and 
a new era dawned upon its already prosperous record, 
Happy days and a contented spirit prevailed -among 
the wards, time sped unconsciously, and warmest 
words were spoken by its occupants. 

Among the principal instructors employed from its 
foundation were I. M. Gable, from 1869 to 1872, now 
a minister of the Methodist Episcopal Church ; 
George G. Kunkle, three years principal teacher, and 
now superintendent public schools, Bethlehem, Pa. ;

Banking.—The first finaucial establishivent in the 
borough was the Mount Joy Savings Institution, which 
was incorporated in 1858. By a supplement to its 
charter this was made, in 1860, the Mount Joy Bank, 
and in 1865 it was organized, under the national 
banking Jaw, with the name Union National Mount 
Joy Bank. At the time of the original organization, 
in 1853, Henry Eberle was made president and An- 
drew Gerber secretary and treasurer, In 1860, J. G.

PREFACE 


THE manuscript here presented is contained in the State Archive 
of Ziirich, and was discovered during a search it was my privilege 
to make after materials for American history in the archives of 
Switzerland.1 The manuscript is in many respects the most 
valuable single document relating to America contained in the 
Swiss archives, being quite as important for its historical as for 
its genealogical and statistical materials. The whole history of 
Swiss emigration in the eighteenth century is epitomized in this 
valuable document.? The statistician finds in it the only reliable 
enumeration of Swiss emigrants of the early period, and is able to 
base far-reaching estimates thereupon. The genealogist is furnished 
with a large mass of family records, including about two thousand. 
names with accurate data as to origin, distribution and destination. 

This large body of names supplements the lists of I. D. Rupp, 
in his collection of Thirty Thousand Names, of German, Swiss, 
Dutch, French, and other Immigrants 1n Pennsylvania, from 1737— 
1776, compiled mainly from the ship lists in Philadelphia. Many 
of the names in the manuscript will be found also in Rupp’s col- 
lection, and it is a pleasure to know that so many persons reached. 
their destination. But a still larger number are not contained in 
Rupp’s lists, partly because the Philadelphia ship-lists do not give a 
complete record of all arrivals even in that port, and partly because _ 
a great many of those named in the manuscript were shipped to 
Carolina. Many of those who landed in Carolina, however, sub-

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sequently settled in Pennsylvania. An interesting example of this . 
is the case of the family Kolliker (Kelker), who very soon settled 
four miles from Lebanon, Pennsylvania. Our manuscript tells us 
that Heinrich Kolliker, with three sons and two daughters left 
Herrliberg in 1743, destined for Carolina. This corresponds to 
the family tradition which Rupp received from the great-grandson 
Rudolph F. Kelker, whose ancestor’s name is not in the Philadelphia 
ship-lists.2 Our manuscript moreover supplies not only the names 
of the parents, but also of all the children and their ages. -_ 

In order to understand the manuscript before us, it is necessary 
to bring before our minds the attitude of the European governments 
toward emigration in the eighteenth century. The liberality of. 
view that developed in the nineteenth century, 1.e., of toleration if 
not encouragement, and a disposition to aid the emigrant to a 
betterment of his condition, by, means of transportation facilities 
and an intelligent view of what was before him, this humanitarian 
policy is modern. The old tradition was, that emigration was a 
crime, and punishable as such, equivalent to desertion, a deliberate 
shirking of one’s obvious duty to the fatherland. 

There were economic reasons for this policy. The loss of sturdy 
people such as belonged to the emigrating class, meant so many 
hands Jess for the farms and trades, so many soldiers less for the 
protection of the country in a possible struggle for existence. The 
danger of over-population was not present in the eighteenth century, 
that became the problem of a later age. The enormous increase 
in population in Europe during the nineteenth century is one of the 
most remarkable facts in history, and brought to the foreground 
entirely new economic questions. Certainly the point of view on 
the question of emigration changed entirely. But in the manu- 
script before us we are dealing with an earlier age, when each 
government, especially in Central Europe, with the instinct of self-

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preservation, jealously guarded its population against leaving its 
borders. An egress though slight might bring up the horror of 
depopulation and resultant annihilation. Martin Luther read into 
the thirty-seventh psalm the duty to remain in the fatherland and 
make an honest living therein. The seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries tried to prohibit emigration by law. 

Thus we find in Switzerland that during the most critical emi- 
gration period, between 1734 and 1750, decrees or mandates were 
issued against emigration every few years, in 1720, 1735, 1736, 
1738, and 1749, again in 1753, and 1754, repeated in 1771 and 
1773. The populous Protestant cantons Bern, Ziirich and Basel 
_.were most affected, and of these Ziirich proceeded most ener- 
getically against the so-called ‘‘emigration fever.’ She published 
the first severe edict, November 3, 1734, forbidding emigration to 
_ Carolina, preventing property sales by those wishing to leave, and 
proclaiming punishments for agents and distributors of literature. 
This was followed shortly after by the mandate of January 29, 
_ 1735, which added sterner measures, deprivation of citizenship and 
landrights forever, penalties for purchasers of emigrant property 
and severe punishment of agitators. Bern and Basel did not act 
as promptly, the former retaining for a time the policy of favoring 
the emigration of the homeless and sectarian classes, the latter 
being obliged by her location to keep the gateway open. But as 
soon as they felt the dangerous force, they attempted by the same 
methods as Ziirich to stem the rising tide. 

Ziirich had cause to be terrified. In some of her districts the 
“‘fever’’ of emigration produced something like a stampede, e.g., 
in the district of Eglisau, as the manuscript shows. It is hardly 
surprising therefore that, to get at the facts, the authorities of 
. Ziirich attempted to get a census of the emigrants. That is what 
_ the manuscript before us actually is. The central authorities, in 
the year 1744, sent a circular letter to all the districts of Zitirich, 
which in turn sent the message to all the parishes, demanding to 
know the names, with dates of birth, departure etc., of every man, 
woman and child who had left the country between 1734 and 1744 
with the purpose of going to Pennsylvania or Carolina. The 
persons who executed the order were the local preachers, whose 
signatures appear in the manuscript attesting the accuracy of their 
reports. Each report is numbered, and there are as many as ninety- 
eight numbers or reports in the manuscript. 

The reports are not alike either in form or content. Each 
' minister chose a scheme of notation as he pleased. In some cases 
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the date of birth, in others of baptism is recorded. The name is 
usually given in full, often the father’s name and profession is 
added, sometimes an additional, a familiar name appears, the habit 
of calling and even recording persons by their nicknames being 
still prevalent in some parts of Switzerland. In cases of bondsmen, 
the name of the estate, or of journeymen, helpmates (Gesellen), 
the master’s name is given for identification. Very commonly the 
trade of the men is stated, carpenters, joiners, turners, wheelwrights, 
wagon-builders, blacksmiths, locksmiths, masons, glaziers, weavers, 
shoe-makers and tailors abound, also very special trades are men- 
tioned, as tilers, menders, rope-makers, resin-scrapers, hedge-, and 
scabbard-makers. The reports vary in matter from a bare statisti- 
cal catalogue of names, to a gossiping letter. Most of the reports 
contain some notes or data which add to the human interest or fill 
out the historical background of the manuscript. . 

Most of the reports betray great anxiety to serve the cause of 
obstructing emigration, and in some cases an objectionable display 
of fawning servility appears in the communications to superiors. 
Some emphasize the speed with which their reply to the circular has 
been returned, the record-time being less than twenty-four hours; 
very many feel the necessity of apologizing for the departure of 
emigrants, calling attention to their paternal admonitions and 
repeated warnings concerning the dangers of the voyage and the 
false reports circulated about a land of plenty (“‘Schlaraffenland”’), 
where sluggards have but to open their mouths for roast pigeons 
to fly in. A tendency existed to damage the reputations of those 
that departed, at least to represent them as an undesirable class, 
who had better be got rid of. On close inspection of the manu- 
script, however, it will be seen that the disorderly persons enum- 
erated generally fainted by the wayside and rarely succeeded in 
getting across. The great bulk of those listed went with permission 
(though reluctantly given), which implies a certificate of good 

character from the pastor, when the contrary is not expressly stated. 
Some of the pastors do not wish to curry favor, and a few boldly 
speak out, as the venerable pastor of Dattlikon, who says, that 
while the spiritual care of the people is essential, it would also be 
wise and good, to provide some form of work for the industrious 
unemployed, and then they would not be forced to emigrate.‘ 
A sombre coloring appears in the report from Schlieren, where the 
emigrants left amid pitiable lamentations of several mothers. 
Touching in the report of the pastor of Wyl is the brief reference

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accompanying Heinrich Sigerist, who left with his wife and ‘a 
daughter ten years old, who can read and pray very well indeed.’’ 

The manuscript reveals much of the circumstances under which 
individuals were moved to emigrate. A very large number of the 
young people have lost their fathers, thereby missing either the 
parental protection at home, or the authority to curb their youth- 
~ ful spirit of adventure or ‘‘Wanderlust.’”’ Divorced persons and 
widowers are frequent, and widows with numerous children, who 
are allowed to go because of the fear that they might fall a burden 
_ to the community. Young couples leave their homes because of 
- objections to their marriage, they are frequently united on the way 
or on ship-board. But economic distress exerts the strongest 
‘pressure. From Richtenschweil® we hear of a group of emigrants 
‘who frankly declare, that they had to work day and night at home 
and even then they could not earn their daily bread, hence they 
were forced to leave. The hope of escaping unbearable conditions 
is the greatest driving power. Some left secretly to avoid the 
"emigration tax, imposed so as to rescue some of the money that was ° 
leaving the country through the large emigration. The tax became 
as high as ten percent,’ and was exacted with rigor. 

Favorable letters or verbal reports from returning travelers 
gave a great stimulus to emigration. This we see illustrated again 
in the manuscript before us. The voyage is dangerous, the death- 
rate high, but work and food are plentiful, and the hard-working 
succeed, that is the old story. Occasionally an offer of help is 
‘made, as when a successful settler? promises to pay the trans- 
portation from London to America, if it be paid back in work on 
his farm. Those had the best chance to succeed who had a little 
money of their own, paupers very often were stranded on the 
way, or lay hopelessly at the ports. 

An interesting study is furnished by the names. We have here 
an abundance of familiar Swiss and Palatine names such as Frick, 
Huber, Naff, Kunz, Kagi, Bar, Albracht, Brunner, Frey, Fritschi, 
May, Wirt, Meyer and Miiller. The transformation of such names 
into American spellings, and the many variant forms that appear 
in Pennsylvania and elsewhere, have been admirably treated by 
Professor Oscar Kuhns in his article Studies in Pennsylvania German 
Family Names,® which will be reprinted in the new edition of his 
German and Swiss Settlements of Colonial Pennsylvania.

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It is noticeable that Carolina is mentioned more frequently as 
the destination of emigrants than Pennsylvania. ‘This is due to the 
‘fact that in Switzerland no part of the American colonies received 
more advertising than the Carolinas. The only two independent 
Swiss colonies in America were located, the one in North Carolina 
at New Bern (1710) by Graffenried,!® the other in South Carolina 
at Purrysburg (1732) by J. P. Purry.“ Naturally much of the 
emigrant literature had the Carolinas for its subject, and the old 
tradition held its own for a long time. The Orangeburg-Lexington 
district in South Carolina also received a quota of Swiss settlers,” 
but migrations from one locality to another were very frequent." 
The great distributing center, however, for the whole colonial 
German population, was Pennsylvania. 

It must be remembered, that the names in this manuscript do 
not give us a complete catalogue of all the Swiss who came to 
America in the eighteenth century, but merely those from the 
populous canton of Ziirich at the time of the great exodus, 1734- 
1744.14 The names are representative and will furnish many a 
family who have a tradition of Swiss descent with a clue to their 
Swiss ancestry. In many instances, as in the case of the Kelker 
(Kéllicker) family, the manuscript will furnish a verification or 
correction of family tradition. 

The German original of this manuscript was copied under the 
supervision of Professor Hans Nabholz, state archivist of Ziirich, 
to whom grateful acknowledgments are due. The translation and 
editing of the manuscript in the form in which it here appears was 
done at Cornell University, under the direction and with the 
assistance of the undersigned.

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FOREWORD 


Pennsylvania German migration and its part in the settle- 
ment and development of America form an epic tale of faith 
and zeal, of sacrifice and achievement. The story has been told 
and the Pennsylvania German pioneers have come into their 
rightful place as builders of our nation. But the task of giving 
a complete list of the passengers, their signatures and the 
names of the ships that brought them to Philadelphia has re- 
mained unfinished. The purpose of this publication is to furnish 
these lists, which are the most exhaustive of their kind. They 
mect a need keenly felt for many years. Their historical value 
to posterity is further enhanced by the fact that of all the 
American colonies, in Pennsylvania alone were such lists made, 
although uncounted thousands came to this country from the 
old world through other ports in the Least and South. 

The land of what subsequently came to be known as Penn- 
sylvania was granted, as is well known, by King Charles Il of 
England to William Penn in 1681, in liquidation of a debt of 
16,000 pounds which the British crown owed to Penn's father. 
It was the largest tract ever granted in America to a single in- 
dividual. Penn was made the proprictary of the province, 
invested with the privilege of creating a political government. 
He had fee simple title to more than 40,000 square miles of 
territory. Under his charter Penn was also governor of the 
province, which he and his sons held as proprietaries, with the 
exception of about two years under William III, until the revo- 
ition sore 7 6. lhus, in a strict.sense, Pennsylvania was not 
the colony of any foreign power. But as a British subject Penn 
owed allegiance to the Crown, and while the government of 
Pennsylvania was proprietary in form, it was English in sub- 
stance and non-British subjects were known as foreigners. 

In order to procure settlers for his land, Penn visited the 
Rhine provinces, whose once peaceful valleys, thriving fields 


and vine-clod hills hat become Cie hunting ground of political 
and religious fanatic.  crsonal; cad through ayents Penn dis- 
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seminated the news of his acquisition and invited the Rhine- 
landers, the suffering Palatines, to help hin found a State in 
which religious and civil liberty would prey ail, depinningr with 
the Germantown settlement in £683, under the leadership of 
Pastorius, up to the revolution and the dawn of the nineteenth 
century a large-scale immigration followed, which spread not 
only through Pennsylvania lee into the South and the new 
West, influencing every phase of American life. [t is this im- 
migration with which the present volumes deal. 

When the pioncers arrived, the government of Pennsylvania 
was in the hands of British subjects. Venn’s agents were 
Englishmen; the English language was acco: Mnglish common 
law was in force. It early became a matter of concern to these 
Englishmen that so large a body of contincntals, speaking an- 
other language and accustomed to another form of rovern- 
ment, should be adinitted to the land, even though they came 
at the invitation of Penn himself. Therefore, in Tae 
Provincial Council, at the recommendation of Governor Pat- 
rick Gordon, passed a law, supgested ten years before by 
Governor William Keith, requiring all continentals who arrived 
at Philadelphia to take oaths of allegiance to the British crown. 
Two years later the continental immigrants were required also 
to take oaths of abjuration and fidelity to the proprictor and 
the.laws of the province. The oaths were administered and 
subscribed to before public officials. 

The original lists, with the pioneers’ sipnatures, are still in 
the possession of the State of Pennsylvania, and these lists 
form the basis of the gencalogical antecedents of the hundreds 
of thousands of Americans who have descended from the first. 
arrivals. As will be seen in the following pages, there were 
three lists: those kept by the captains of ships, the lists of the 
signers of the oath of allegiance and of the signers of the oath 
of abjuration. | 

In violation of the Provincial Council's instructions, the cap- 
tains’ lists were prepared carelessly and without reyard to 
uniformity. Few gave complete lists of names, and the occupa- 
tions of the passengers and the places of their origin were gr 
nored. The lists were handled indifferently and many were 
lost. The oath of allegtance lists were incomplete, in that they 
contained only the signatures of the adult males who did not 
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happen to be ill on the day they had to sign their names. 

But the lists of the signers of the oath of abjuration were 
preserved in bond books and in their complete state these 
sta mire briteelein: the resent avoric tarmtie lirst time. The 
allegiance lists were Incorporated in the Provincial Council 
minutes from 4727 until (736 and were published by the State 
Of Pennsylvaniain 1852 under the title of “Colonial Records.” 

This publication may have inspired I. Daniel Rupp to pub- 
lish, four years later, a book entitled “A Collection of Thirty 
Thousand Names of German, Swiss, Dutch, Irench, Portu- 
guese and Other Immigrants in Pennsylvania—Chronolog- 
ically Arranged from (727 to 1776." Rupp strove to arrange 
the names of the ships in chronological form, but the names 
of the passengers were not printed in the order in which they 
appeared on the official lists. The names were generally writ- 
ten in the German-seript, and many required translation. It 
should be stated, in justice to Rupp, that he worked in tite face 
of great difhicultics in publishing his book, together with other 
editions, including the names of children and of adults, cover- 
ing a period of twenty years. 

JYorty years ago the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania printed 
the lists'in the “Archives,” using Rupp’s work as the basis, 
and adding to it the captains’ lists made after the revolution 
and until 1808, when the listing was discontinued. It should 
be mentioned that during the revolution, when Immigration 
temporarily ceased, a “test oath’ of tlegiance was required 
of Continental immigrants settling in Pennsylvania.

Interest in the study of Pennsylvania German pioneers is 


able to fix precisely the spelling of the names of their ancestors, 
the ships carrying them across the sea and the date of their 
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arrival in the port of Philadelphia. The opportunity is thus 
presented for the re-translation, re-transcription and re-index- 
ing of the names in the original records, such as is given in this 
work. There may be, however, a lifference of opinion as to the 
spelling of the signatures, and in order to afford immediate 
access to the form in which the original signatures AMGean ale 
has been thought expedient to prepare and print facsimiles of 
the original lists, which are presented in Volume If. Such a 
collection of facsimiles has never been published before. 

These ancestors of ours were more than mere immigrants, 
in the everyday sense of the word. They were even more than 
refugees from a beloved and despoiled homeland. They were 
pioneers in that they came not to a ready-made republic of 
opportunity but to a virgin land inhabited by savages. They 
blazed the trail that helped to transform that land into the 
America of today, built our institutions and moulded Ameri- 
can character. Many were men of eminence in the father- 
land; others came up from the penury and_ virtual slavery 
of the redemptioner system. Together they worked and won, 
together they fought America’s battles and led in public serv- 
ice, industry, science, education, invention and in that art of 
agriculture which is the very foundation of our national wealth 
and of human progress. As publisher of this work, we cheer- 
fully accept full responsibility for its title. 

It is a pleasure to acknowledge the generous co-operation 
of the Pennsylvania State Library, through its director, Cap- 
tain Frederic A. Godcharles, in making accessible the official 
lists in the archives of the Commonwealth to be photographed 
and photostated for this publication. We are fortunate in hav- 
ing had the invaluable services of Professor William J. Hinke, 
widely known as an authority in Pennsylvania German histor- 
ical and literary research, in editing the lists, and we wish to 
give full credit to him for making these pages possible.

INTRODUCTION 


The lists of early arrivals in Pennsylvania, which are printed 
in this volume, are of such importance for the history of 
Pennsylvania Germans in this country, that it seems worth 
while to present at some length the history of their origin. 


This ts all the more desirable, because the existence of these 


lists is a unique phenomenon, which merits explanation. In 
none of the other ports of the American colonies, through 
which German settlers entered, were such lists prepared or 
preserved. Thousands of Germans came to America through 
the ports of Boston, New York, Baltimore, Charleston and 
Savannah. Vhus, for example, all the early German Reformed 
missionaries, sent to Pennsylvania by the Church of Holland, 
came by way of New York. The same is true of the Lutheran 
missionaries, who were sent from Halle, Germany. But what- 
ever settlers came through these other ports, their names are 
lost, at-least in the large majority of cases, because no record 
was kept of them at the time of their arrival. In Philadelphia 
alone did the authorities insist on the preparation of careful 
and detailed lists of arrivals. We naturally ask, what reasons 
induced them to have these lists prepared with so much care? 
In order to answer this question fully we must go back to the 
beginning of German immigration into Pennsylvania. 


EARLY GERMAN IMMIGRATION 


One of the best surveys of the early German immigration 
into Pennsylvania is given by the Rev. Henry Melchior Muchl- 
enberg, the patriarch of the Lutheran Church, who himself 
came to Pennsylvania in 1742, and evidently gave a good deal 
of attention to this question of immigration. In his report to 
Halle, dited July 9, 1754, he writes: 
© “Shortly before and at the opening of this century some 
Germans made the beyinning by crossing the great Atlantic 
ocean and settling in this land of the West. They settled here 


and mad» use of the freedom which we enjoy here undisturbed

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in matters of religion, according to the fundamental laws of 
the First Proprictary of this Province of Pennsylvania, Wil- 
liam Penn, 

“Inthe lirst period, namely from 1680 to 1708, some came. 
by chance, among whom was one ITenry I’rey, whose wife ts 
said to be still living. Fle came about the year 1680. About 
the same time some Low Germans from Cleve sailed across 


the ocean, whose descendants are still to be found here, some 
of whom were baptized by us, others still live as Quakers. 

“In the second period, in the years 1708, 1709, 1710, to 
1720, when the great exodus from the Palatinate to England 
took place, and a large number of people were sent by Queen 
Anne to the Province of New York, not a few of them came 
to Pennsylvania. These got along with some devotional books, 
sermon books, Arndt’s True Christianity and hymn books, 
with which they had been provided through the unwearied in- 
terest of the Rev. Anthony William Boehm, at*that time court 
preacher at St. Jamies. Iéven at that time some reached here, 
who, although some of them may have had good intentions, 
had separated from our fellowship in lurope, for reasons un- 
known to us. They kept separate here and lived by themselves. 
These had no concern for the preservation of the pure doctrine 
or the building of the necessary churches and the erection of 
good schools, much less did they attempt to purchase lands for 
such buildings in the interest of their descendants, although 
they could have bought one hundred acres for a price which 
we have now to pay for half an acre. They allowed their chil- 
dren and grandchildren to grow up without the necessary in- 
struction, omitting also the use of the means of grace, the 
Word of .God and the sacraments. . . . Most of them went 
over to the Quakers, whose religion, as is well known, is here 
in the ascendant, or with later arrivals they joined other 
churches which have sprung up here, or they did not want to 
have anything to do with religion. At the end of this period a 
large number of High Germans arrived, who were real Sep- 
aratists. They brought along a deep-seated hatred of or disin- 
clination to the doctrine and constitution of our Church, or 
they were Baptists (Dunkers, as they are called here), Men- 
nonites, Schwenkfelders, or similar kinds, whose full recital 
would lead us too far astray. 
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“In the following third period, from about the year 1720 to 
1730, the number of High German [Evangelical Christians, 
from the German Empire, the Palatinate, Wurttemberg. 
Darmstadt and other places increased largely. Also many 
families from the State of New York came over here, whe 
had been sent there by Queen Anne. These have spread and 
settled in all parts of this province. 

“Some of those who arrived in the middle of this period 
brought preachers along or secured them accidentally, such as 
Messrs. TTenckel, Falckner, Stoever, etc., some of whom died 
early, others were unable to cope with the work. Our brethren, 
living in New York State and New Jersey, turned to Hlamburg 
and Holland and from there secured bye and bye some preach- 
ers, such as Messrs. Kochendahler, Justus Falckner, Berke- 
meyer, Knoll, Wolf and Hartwich, some of whom died long 
ago, others, because of quarrels arising among them, have not 
been able to build up Zion. They also received books and as- 
sistance for schools and churches from TJolland. 

“At the end of this and the beginning of the next period a 
still larger number of Germans came to this country. These 
brought some schoolmasters along with them or took up with 
some who came with them. These read at first sermons, but soon 
imagined they were able to officiate as ministers and dispense 
the sacraments, although they took poor care of the children. 
Thus the province has been peopled more and more with Iing- 
lishmen, Scotch and Trish, as well as with German Lutherans 
and Reformed people.” ! 

We are now in a position to fill in this excellent outline of 
Muehlenberg with some interesting details. 

The first ship, of which a record has survived bringing a 
larger number of Germans to Philadelphia, was the ship 
“America,” Captain Joseph Wasey, which landed at Philadel- 
phia on August 20, 1683. It brought Irancis Daniel Pastorius, 
the leader of a colony of German Mennonites, who came in 
two sections. The smaller number came in this first ship, in the 
company of Pastorius. They were: Jacob Schumacher, George 
Wertmiiller, Isaac Dilbeck, his wife Mariette and two boys, 
Abraham and Jacob, Thomas Gasper, Conrad Bacher (alias

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Rutter) and an English maid lrances Simpson. They had left 
Rotterdam May 4th and Gravesend June 6, 1683.2 

The main body of Mennonites followed shortly afterwards, 
They came with Captain Jeffries, on the ship “Concord,” a 
ship of 500 tons, 130 feet long and 32 fect wide. [t had left 
Gravesend on July 24, 1683, with thirteen Mennonite families, 
consisting of thirty-three persons. They came from Crefeld, in 
the County of Cleves. The heads of these familics were: Dirck, 
Herman and Abraham Isaac Opp den Graeff (three brothers) 
Tenert Arets, Tunnes Kunders, Reinert Tisen, Wilhelm 
Strepers, Jan Leusen, Peter Keurlis, Jan Simens, Johan Bleick- 
ers, Abraham Ttines and Jan Lticken. They reached Philadel- 
phia on October 6, 1683. Shortly afterwards, on October 24th 
of the same year, Pastorius founded Germantown for them, 
where forty-two people settled in twelve homes. Most of them 
were weavers, the rest were farmers and tradesmen. These 
were the German “Pilgrim Fathers,” who sought and found 
freedom of worship in Pennsylvania. 

Uiiciicstegroup of Germans to arrive in Vhitadelphia were 

the “Mystics of the Wissahickon,” as they have been called. 
They arrived on the ship “Sarah Maria Tlopewell,” Captain 
Tanner, on June 23, 1694. The leader of the party was Jolin 
Kelpius. Among the members were Ilenry Bernhard Koester, 
a former Lutheran minister, Daniel Falckner, who in 1703 be- 
came the first Lutheran pastor ordained in the province, John 
Selig and Conrad Matthaci, the last a Swiss from the Canton 
of Berne. They selected as their place of settlement a tract, 
known as the Ridge, near the place where the Wissahickon 
Creek rushes through a narrow ravine and joins the Schuyl- 
kill? 
In the second period, mentioned by Mr. Muchlenberg, from 
1710 to 1720, there were three German colonies that descrve 
special mention. . 

The first was a colony of ten families of Swiss Mennonites,

who settled after their arrival on [0,000 acres of land “near 
the head of the Pequea Creek,” in Lancaster County. They 
came on the ship “Mary Pope,” Captain John Annis. They 
left Gravesend on June 29, 1710, and landed in Philadelphia 
on September 23, 1710. On the same ship came also the Rev. 
Samuel Guldin, and his family, a Swiss pietist, who had been 
deposed by the ecclesiastical authorities of Berne, because of 
his pictistic inclinations. Efe wrote an interesting letter * to his 
friends in Switzerland, describing at length his journey across 
the ocean as well as the conditions which he found on his ar- 
rival in Pennsylvania. | 

Another noteworthy group of Germans arrived in the year 
1717. It was a group of Lutherans, headed by the Rev. An- 
thony Jacob Henckel and his son-in-law, Valentine Geiger. 
They arrived on one of three vessels which reached Philadelphia 
in September, 1717. On September 19, 1717, “Capt. Richmond, 
Capt. Tower & Capt. Eyers, waited upon the [Provincial ] 
Board with a List of Palatines they had imported here from 
London; by which list it appeared that Capt. Richmond had 
imported one hundred & sixty-four, Capt. Tower ninety-onc, 
and Capt. I’yers one hundred and eight.” ® In 1718, Anthony 
Jacob Henckel acquired a tract of 250 acres in Hanover town- 
ship, where as Muehlenberg testifies, he “ministered for a 
number of years to the first settlers of that region.” ®

It was through the arrival of these three ships of 1717, with 
their 363 Palatines, that the attention of the provincial au- 
thorities was first directed, with serious concern, to these new- 
comers. On September 17, 1717, Governor William Keith: 

“Observed to the Council, that great numbers of foreign- 
ers, from Germany, strangers to our language and Constitu- 
tion, having lately been imported into this Province, daily dis- 
persed themselves immediately after T.anding, without 
producing any Certificates, from whence they came or what 
they were; & as they seemed to have first landed in Britain, &

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afterwards to have left it without any License from the Goy- 
PEubent olso muchsts their knowledeesoun the sare tain 
ner they behaved here, without making the least application to 
himself or to any of the Magistrates; That as this Practice 
might be of very dangerous Consequences, since by the same 
method any number of foreigners from any nation whatever, 
as well Enemys as friends, might throw themselves upon us; 
The Governor, therefore, thought it requisite that this matter 
should be considered by the Board, & accordingly it was con- 
sidered, & 'tis Ordered thereupon, that all masters of vessels 
who have lately imported any of these foreigners be sum- 
moned to appear at this Board, to render an Account of the 
Number and character of their Passengers respectively from 
Britain; That all those who are already Landed be required 
by a Proclamation, to be issued for that purpose, to Repair 
within the space of one month to some Magistrate, partic- 
ularly to the Recorder of this City, to take such Oaths ap- 
pointed by Law as are Necessary to give assurances of their 
being well affected to his Majesty and his government: But 
because some of these foreigners are said to be Mennonists, 
who cannot for Conscience sake take such Oaths, that those 
persons be admitted upon their giving any Iquivalent assur- 
ances in their own way and manner, & that the Naval Officer 
of this Port be required not to admit any inward bound vessel 
to an Entry, until the Master shall first give an exact list of all 
their passengers imported by them.” 7 

In response to this order of the Council the captains of the 
three ships that had just arrived appeared before the Council 
two days later and handed in lists of the Palatincs whom they 
had imported. After this one action, however, the order of the 
Council was apparently forgotten or failed to be enforced. At 
least there are no more references in the minutes of the Coun- 
cil to this subject, which implies that during the next ten years 
no other captains were required to submit lists. Neither is 
there any evidence that the proclamation of the Governor was 
issued or that the subject of immigration excited any more dis- 
cussion. 

This, however, docs not mean that no more Germans ar- 
rived, for we find that they continued to come in constantly in-

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creasingr numbecis. [n 1719, Jonathan Dickinson, one of the 
members of the Provinetal Council, wrote, ‘we are daily ex- 
pectiny ships from London which brine over Palatines, in 
number six or seven thouseml. We had a parcel that came 
about live years ago, who purchased land about sixty miles 
west of Philadelphia, and pooved quiet and industrious.” & The 
last sentence refers undoubtedly to one of the later colonies of 
Swiss Mennonites that settled in Lancaster County. 

In the year 1720, the American Weckly Mercury, printed 
in Philadelphia, contained the first notice of a ship bringing 
Palatines to Pentsylvania. On September’ 1, 1720, the Mer- 
cury states: “On the 30th of August arrived] the ship Laurel, 
John Coppel, [captain] from Liverpool and Cork with 240 
odd Palatine Passengers come here to settle.” " It was most 
likely this ship which brought the Rev. John Philip Boehm to 
Pennsylvania, the founder of the Reformed Church in Penn- 
sylvania. 

How many Germans arrived during the first three periods, 
which we have been considering, from 1680 to 1730, is dif- 
ficult to determine. Various, widely divergent, opinions have 
been expressed, cven by contemporary writers, during the 
eighteenth century. 

One estimate was made in 1730, by the Rev. John Wil- 
helmius, the friend of the Palatines in Rotterdam, where he 
came personally in contact with them. Tle reported to the 
Synod of South [lolland, that there were “already 15,000 Re- 
formed confessors of the Palatinate in Pennsylvania.” '° When 
that statement was sent to Pennsylvania, the Rev. John Bar- 
tholomew Rieger, who was at that time pastor in Philadelphia, 
replied on Noveinber 22, 1731: 

“Tt is*to be repretted that the estimate of the number of 
[Reformed] confessors is not correct. The number would, in- 


deed, be considerable, but, as there were no regular pastors,

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for so long a time, most of the people have gone over to the 
sects or have entirely separated themselves from all church 
connections. The rest of the truly Reformed people is, there- 
fore, rather small and perhaps not more than three thousand 
can be counted in the whole land.” ! 

‘In a later letter of March 4, 1733, Rieger supplemented 
the above estimate with the following statement: 

“As regards the number of the members of the Reformed 
Church in Pennsylvania, we make answer that we think that 
there must be altogether about 15,000 Germans, but these peo- 
ple live scattered over more than 300-o0r 400 miles and have no 
churches in the rural sections. We had thus far two regularly- 
called ministers, who cannot possibly be everywhere. Hence it 
is impossible to ascertain the actual number of members.” 

In view of these statements we must conclude that the total 
number of Germans in the province by the year 1730 must 
have been considerable. But they did not attract special atten- 
tion nor call forth special comment until a new governor, Pat- 
rick Gordon, took office in 1726. In the next year, on Septem- 
Deiat aaei7 27) 

“The Governor acquainted the board, that he had called 
them together at this time to inform them that there is lately 
arrived from Holland, a Ship with four hundred Palatines, as 
‘tis said, and that he has information they will soon be fol- 
lowed by a much greater Number, who design to settle in the 
back parts of this province; & as they transport themselves 
without any leave obtained from the Crown of Great Britain, 
and settle themselves upon the Proprietors untaken up Lands 
without any application to the Proprietor or his Commission- 
ers of property, or to the Government in general, it would be 
highly necessary to concert proper measures for the peace 
and security of the province, which may be endangered by such 
numbers of strangers daily poured in, who being ignorant of 
our Language & Laws, & settling in a body together, make, as 
it were, a distinct people from his Majesties Subjects. 

“The Board taking the case into their serious Considera- 
tion, observe, that as these People pretended at first that they

fly hith«r on the Score of their Religious Liberties, and come 
under the Protection of his Majesty, It’s requisite that in the 
first Place they should take the Oath of Allegiance, or some 
equivalent to it to his Majes:y, and promise Fidelity to the 
Proprictor & obedience to our Istablished Constitution: And 
therefore, until some proper Remedy can be had from Elome, 
to prevent the Importation of such Numbers of Strangers into 
this and others of his Majesties Colonies, 

“Tis ORDERED, that the Masters of Vessells importing 
them shall be examined whether they have any Leave granted 
them by the Court of Great Britain for the Importation of 
these Forcigners, and that a List shall be taken of the Names 
of all these People, their several Occupations, and the Places 
from whence they come, and shall be further examined touch- 
ing their Intentions in coming hither; And further, that a 
Writing be drawn up for them to sign declaring their Alle- 
giance & Subjection to the King of Great Britain & Fidelity to 
the Proprictary of this Province, & that they will demean them- 
selves peaceably towards all his Majestics Subjects & strictly 
observe and conform to the laws of Iéngland and of this Gov- 
eEnuicnt.. 1° 

In compliance with this order of Council, a paper was sub- 
mitted to the Council, at its next meeting, on September 21, 
1727, which contained an oath of allegiance to George the 
Second, King of Ingland and a declaration of fidelity to the 
Proprictor of the province together with a promise to obcy 
the laws of the province. A signed list of the new arrivals was 
laid before the Board, containing the names of one hundred 
and wine male adults. The captain of the ship William and 
Sarah, William Till, was then questioned, if he had any l- 
cense for bringing in these people. [Je replied that he had no 
other Jicense than the clearance papers which he had received 
from the port authorities et Dover, Vngland. With this an- 
swer the Board had to be satisfied. The Palatines wlio were 
| well were then called in and fifty-one of them signed the oath 
| of alleyiance, headed by the Rev. G. M. Weis, who had been 
| their leader on the journey t= Vennsylvania. 

These quotations from th» minutes of the Provincial Coun-

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cil make it perfectly plain that the passenger lists and the lists 
of signatures to the oath of allegiance were called forth by a 
government scare. The governor and Council were afraid that 
the peace and security of the province were menaced by “such 
large numbers of strangers pouring in daily into the province,” 
as the Clerk of Council expresses it. In their eagerness to re- 
move this terrible danger they cast about for a remedy. The 
remedy which they selected was twofold: Tirst, the captains of 
ships importing these strangers were ordered to submit lists 
of all the people they imported, and, secondly, the male pas- 
sengers of sixteen years and upwards were ordered to sign the 
oath of allegiance to the Iénglish king. Fortunately the danger 
which they foresaw was altogether imaginary, or else their 
remedy would have been ineffective. But, though their fear 
was uncalled-for and their remedy ineffective, we are reaping 
today the benefits of their folly. for this government scare has 
preserved for us tens of thousands of names, which delight the 
historian and the genealogist. Besides, later governors of 
Pennsylvania did not hesitate to give the newcomers their un- 
qualihed approval. In 1738, for example, Governor George 
Thomas, in a message to the Provincial Assembly, declared: 
“This Province has been for some years the asylum of the 
distressed Protestants of the Palatinate, and other parts of 
Germany; and I believe it may with truth be said that the 
present flourishing condition of it is in great Measure owing 
to the Industry of those people; and should any discourage- 
ment divert them from coming hither, it may well be appre- 
hended that the value of your Lands will fall, and your Ad- 
vances to wealth be much slower; for it is not altogether the 
goodness of the soil, but the Number and Industry of the 
People that make a flourishing Country.” 1

Just as remarkable as the manner in which the lists came 
into existence is their contents. A careful analysis of the lists 
brings to light many interesting facts. We are, of course, cager 
to find out how the detailed orders of the Council were actually 
Carried Out, 

The order relating to the duty of the captains had three

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points. First, they were to make a list of all the people they 
imported. Secondly, they were to give their several occupations, 
and thirdly, they were to pive the places from which the pas- 
senpers had come, What 4 oon it would have been for gen- 
ealogists, if the captains had strictly complied with these or- 
ders! [low much trouble and research they could have saved 
the present-day historians. But alas, none of the captains paid 
Encasiehitestwattention toudhe last two points of the order of 
Council. Neither the occup.tions nor the places of domicile in 
Europe were ever recorded by them. 

Not even the first point, that they should hand in lists of 
the nimes of the people they imported, was interpreted alike 
by all the captains. Most of them thought that to give the 
names of the male adults was all that was required. Only 
twenty-five captains have given complete lists of all the men, 
women and children. Three captains have given the names of 
the men and women, but omitted the children, while sixty-four 
capliins atoned somewhat for their remissness in Carrying out 
the orders by giving the ages of the passengers, an item that 
they had not been asked to give, but which we are glad to in- 
sert, wherever they are found. Sometimes the captains vive 
the total number of freights, children being counted as “half 
freiglits.” In two instances (Nos. 1-2) the totals in each family 
are piven. Looking at the captains’ lists as a whole, we must 
say, that they are of all sorts and descriptions. Each one made 
his list to suit himself, without any reference to the orders of 
the Council. At first, when the signatures were made in the 
presence of the Provincial Council, the captains were required 
to attest the correctness of the list by an affidavit. This custom 
prevailed from: 1727 to 1740, or down to list No. 80. Af- 
ter that attestations by captains are no longer found on the 
lists. 

But what proved in course of time:the most serious fact re- 
garding the captains’ lists remains to be mentioned, Hach cap- 
tain wrote his hist on a lurge, loose sheet of paper, which he 
handed to the magistrate at Philadelphia, sitting as a Court. 
Sometimes it was the Governor, sometimes the Mayor of the 
City, sometimes a city inayristrate, before whom the captains 
appeared. The first forty-three lists, down to October 19, 
17, were signed before the Provincial Council. As a result, 
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the Clerk of Council incorporated the names of the signers of 
the oath of allegiance into the minutes of the Council. But 
after 1736 this was no longer done. 

What became of the lists of the captains, handed in on loose 
sheets of paper? Sad to relate, most of them were lost. Of the. 
324 ships arriving between 1727 and 1775, we have the cap- 
tains’ lists of only 138 ships. 

In addition to the captains’ lists we have the lists of the 
signers of the oath of allegiance. On these lists we naturally 
expect to find the signatures of all the male adults on the ships. 
But here we meet with another disappointment. What we ac- 
tually find, at least on the first seventy lists, are the names of 
all the male adults who were well on the day of signing and 
were able to appear at the Court House. If any of the male 
passengers were sick, they were not required to sign later. 
Beginning in August 1739, we find that the Clerk of Council 
signed the names of the absent passengers, But, in the earlier 
lists, there is often a serious discrepancy between the male 
adults that were on board and those that actually signed. Thus, 
for example, on the very first captain’s list there are tog names, 
but only $1 persons actually appeared in the Court House and 
signed the oath. The others, who are reported as sick, ‘‘never 
came to be qualified.” 

The names of these signers of the oath of allegiance were 
also written on large, loose shects of paper. The result was 
the same as noted in the case of the captains’ lists. Most of 
them were lost. Only 138 of these lists of signatures of the 
oath of allegiance have survived to the present day. But they 
are not all of the same ships as the captains’ lists. 

But, strange to say, there is a third set of lists. Rupp, in 
his Collection of Thirty Thousand Names, informs us, p. 40, 
that this set of lists, which he calls C, is an autograph duplicate 
of B, the list of signers of the oath of allegiance, and that 
this list is preserved in book form. The fact is, that Rupp has 
entirely misjudged the character of these lists, although his 
statement has been faithfully copied by later historians, as if 
it were the Gospel truth. On the face of it, it is absurd to sup- 
pose that the passengers signed the oath of allegiance twice.

Evidently neither Rupp nor any of the later historians took 
the trouble to examine the third set of signatures carefully 
enough to discover their true purpose. A carcful scrutiny of 
these lists brings to light the following, rather surprising, 
facts; 

Iirst of all, the lists are not found in one book, as we might 
have inferred from the statement of Rupp, but in a series of 
six large folio volumes, of which we give the following, de- 
tailed description: |

pages of oaths, it has 63 numbered pages, and contains lists Nos. 45-77, 
from September 10, 1737, to September 30, 1740.

A paper-bound: volume, 8 x 12 inches tn size. It has 89 numbered 
pages, of which pp. 25 and 41 are blank. It contains lists Nos. 78-

A paper-bound volume, 8 x 13 inches in size. It contains g6 num- 
bered pages, of which p. 17 is counted twice; p. 5t is omitted in the 
count; and pp. 94-95 are blank; pp. 1-6 are found in the rear of the 
book. Vhe lists in the book include Nos. 121-153, September 15, 1748, to 
August 28, 1750.

A paper-bound volume, 9 x 14 inches in size. Tt has 63 numbered 
pages, of which pp. 2, 3, 18, 28, 29, 38, 60 and 61 are blank; pp. 11-12 
are omitted in the count, while the first two pages are marked 0 and oo. 
The lists contained in the volume are Nos. 154-176, August 28, 1750, 
to October 16, 1751.

It is a large leather-bound volume, 11 x 17 inches in size. It has 263 
numbered pages, of which pp. 21-22 are omitted in the count; p. 24 ts 
counted twice, marked 24A and 24B. The following pages are blank: 
Prestige oS chon ltd, Loo OZ LOO, 6157, (honete £67 Avas 
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missed in the count; p. 168 was counted twice; pp. 183-186 have been 
cut out, but the stubs of the leaves show that they once existed; p. 257 
was also counted twice. At the end of the volume are many unnumbered, 
blank pages. The lists in the book are Nos. 177-324, September 15, 
1752, to October 9, 1775. 


A second remarkable fact about these six volumes is, that 
each volume opens with an oath or, to be more exact, there are 
two oaths, which are not identical with the oath of allegiance, 
but entirely new oaths, whose real significance has apparently 


been missed by earlier investigators, for none of them has 
drawn attention to them.'5 


The first of these oaths reads: 

“T A B do solemnly & sincerely promise & declare that I will 
be true & faithful to King George the Second and do sincerely 
and truly Profess Testific & Declare that [ do from my heart 
abhor, detest & renounce as impious & heretical that wicked 
Doctrine & Position that Princes Excommunicated or deprived 
by the Pope or any Authority of the See of Rome may be de- 
posed or murthered by their Subjects or any other whatsoever. 
And do declire'thatno Poreign-PrincesPerson Prelate State 
or Potentate hath or ought to have any Power Jurisdiction 
Superiority Preeminence or Authority Ecclesiastical or Spirit- 
ual within the Realm of Great Britain or Dominions there- 
unto belonging.” 

The second oath, slightly abbreviated, reads: 

“T A B. do solemnly, sincerely and truly acknowledge, pro- 
fess testify & declare that King George the Second is lawful & 
rightful King of the Realm of Great Britain & all others his 
Dominions & countries thereunto belonging, and I do solemnly 
& sincerely declare that I believe the Person pretending to be 
Prince of Wales during the Life of the late King James and 
since his Decease pretending to be and Taking upon himself 
the Style and Vitle of King of England by the Name of James 
the, Third... has any Right & Title whatsocyer to the 
Crown of the Realm of Great Britain. And IT do renounce & 
refuse any allegiance & obedience to him, etc.” 

In the minutes of the Council these oaths are called “the

province or before the mayor or recorder of the city of Philadelphia 
for the time being and there take the oaths appointed to be taken in- 
stead of the oath of allegiance and supremacy and shall also take the 
oath of abjuration, for which each person shall pay to the person admin- 
istering the said oaths the sum of twelve pence and no more. And if any 
such alien (being of age aforesaid) shall refuse or neglect to take the 
oaths aforesaid, it shall and may be lawful to and for any judge, justice 
of the peace or other magistrate of this government forthwith to cause 
such person or persons to be brought before them and oblige them to 
give security for their good behavior and appearance at the next court 
of general quarter-sessions of the peace to be held for the city or county 
where such Magistrate resides. 

And for the more effectual discouraging the practice of importing 
such persons as may affect the peace of and become chargeable to the 
inhabitants of this province from forcign states and kingdoms and from 
parts beyond the seas: 

(Section II.) Be it enacted by the authority aforesaid, Vhat every 
person being an alien born out of the allegiance of the King of Great 
Britain and being imported or coming into this province by land or 
water shall pay the duty of forty shillings for the uses in this act here- 
after mentioned, 

And that all masters of vessels, merchants or others who shall import 
or bring into any port or place within this province any Irish servant 
or passenger upon redemption, or on condition of paying for his or her 
Passage upon or after their arrival in the plantations, shall pay for every 


such Irish servant or passenger upon redemption as aforesaid the sum 
of twenty shillings.

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These and later sections of this law were so severe that they 
would have seriously interfered with all immigration. Hence 
they were soon rescinded by a new law, passed lebruary 14, 
1730.'7 But the section demanding a signature to the oath of 
abjuration remained in force and it explains satisfactorily the 
third set of lists. This oath of abjuration, aimed against Cath- 
olics, was one of the results of the great upheaval in England, 
which led to the overthrow of the Catholic house of the Stuarts 
and the establishment of the Protestant princes of the house of 
Hanover, as kings of England, in 1689. 

It was indeed a fortunate circumstance for us that this oath 
of abjuration was prescribed in 1729. It caused the names of 
the signers to be entered into bound books, which have es- 
caped the fate of the other two lists. Beginning with the ninth 
list, on August 17, 1729, these lists run continuously, with but 
two omissions,'® down to the 324th list, on October 9, 1775. 
It is, therefore, this third set of signatures which is alone com- 
plete. Instead of being merely a copy of the other list it is really 
the backbone of the whole series of lists, and the most impor- 
tant set, from which we derive most of our information regard- 
ing the ships and their passengers. 

Internal evidence shows that the two lists of signatures 
(lists B and C) were made before different clerks, seated prob- 
ably at different desks. This can be inferred from the fact that 
when the passengers were unable to write and the clerk wrote 
the name for them, the same name is often spelled in two dif- 
ferent ways on the two lists. Besides, the chirography of the 
clerks differs on the two lists. These facts show that there were 
two clerks, each superintending the making of one list. 

The ordinary, and for many years the only, place for sign- 
ing the oaths was the Court House at Philadelphia on High 
(now Market) Strect, between 2nd and 3rd, of which we pre- 
sent an old drawing. But as early as 1741, three lists were 
signed at Passayunk and Wicacoa (Nos. 83, 84, 85). After 
1766, it was a common occurrence to have the passengers sign 
the lists at some other place. Such was the house or the office 
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275), or the office of Isaac Jones { Nos..278, 279) or Robert 
Ritchie’s store (No. 309) or Joshua Fisher & Son’s store 
(No. 307) or Messrs. Willing & Slorris’s store (Nos. 277, 
BOO, 300) 8¢ even Dowers and tires Rigving Loft (No. 

But even dur- 
ing the last years the oaths were occasionally signed at

As all the lists are now published with all the information 
which the lists contain, it is possible to give more definite in- 
formation about the number of ships, the number of subscrib- 
ers to the oaths and the total number of German pioneers that 
Amivedutroinielg27 to 1774, thanewascever possibieabetore. 
And besides, a large number of conflicting statements can now 
be definitely dismissed as unhistorical. 

The following is the number of ships bringing German pi- 
oneers to the port of Philadelphia, between the years 1727 to 


1775: 
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This is a total of 324 ships, five more than in Rupp’s Thirty 


Thousand Names and two more than in Vol. XVII of the sec- 
ond series of the Pennsylvania Archives. There were 43 ships 
in the first ten years, 6S in the second decade, 125 in the third 
decade, 26 in the fourth decade, and 62 in the last nine years. 
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eles Pennsylvania German Pioneers 
The largest number of ships in a single year were the twenty- 
two ships in the year 1749. 

What curious information has been in circulation about 
these ships is well illustrated by a quotation from the ancient, 
but well-known historian, Robert Proud. In his History of 
Pennsylvania, he states: 9 

“In the summer of 1749 twenty-five sail of large ships ar- 
rived with German passengers alone; which brought about 
twelve thousand souls, some of the ships about six hundred 
each; and in several other years nearly the same number of 
these people arrived annually; and in some years as many 
from Ireland. By an exact account of all the ships and passen- 
gers annually which have arrived at Philadelphia, with Ger- 
mans alone, nearly from the first settlement of the Province 
till about the year 1776, when their importation ceased, the 
number of the latter appears to be about thirty-nine thousand; 
and their internal increase has been very great.” 

Now, the curious thing about this statement, frequently 
quoted, is, as we are able to prove, that nearly every item 
mentioned is wrong. First, there were no twenty-five ships in 
1749; second, they did not bring twelve thousand souls: third, 
the ships did not carry about six hundred Germans each, and 
lastly, the total was not about thirty-nine thousand. Let us pre- 
sent the evidence for these statements. According to the lists, 
as printed in this volume, the ships arriving with German pas- 
sengers in 1749 were as follows:

years 1727 to 1775. Of these there must have been at least 170 
different ships. We cannot be sure of the exact number, as 
there were different ships beariny the same name. There were 
at least two ships named Dragon, one arriving September 26, 
1749, Captain George Spencer, the other on October 17, 1749, 
Captain Daniel Nicholas; two ships named Edinburgh, arriv- 
ing but a few days apart, September 14, 1753, and October 2, 
1753, respectively. Also two Neptunes, arriving September 30, 
1754, and December 13, 1754. There were two Sallys, one ar- 
riving October 5, 1767, the other November 10, 1767. When 
ships with the same name arrive twenty years apart, the pre- 
sumption is that they are different ships. Thus, the ship Ad- 
venttire is listed October 2, 1727, and again September 23, 1732. 
Then there is another Adventure entering the harbor of Phila- 
delphia on September 25, 1754. Can they be the same ship? 
Many of the ships, 112 in number, made the journey only once, 
but others made the trip frequently. The ship St. Andrew is 
listed nine times, the Two Brothers eight times, the Edinburgh 
seven times, the Minerva, Lydia, Friendship and Crawford 
Six times tiie snips oamuel Patience, Robert weAlice,, Mary, 
Loyal Judith, Chance and Brothers, each five times. Five ships 
arrived four times, thirteen ships three times and twenty-four 
ships twice. 

A number of different names were applied to these ships or 
sailing vessels. Most of them are merely called ships. But 
twenty-five are called snows, fourteen brigantines, four brigs 
(which according to the dictionaries are to be distinguished 
from the brigantines) four are called pinks, eleven galleys, and 
six billenders or billinders. All these names have long passed 
out of common use, along with the sailing vessels themselves. 

The record which the captains made was similar to that of 
the ships. The 324 ships were commanded by 193 captains. Of 
these 146 made the trip to Philadelphia only once, but 47 made 
frequent trips. One of them, Thomas Arnot, with a record of 
twenty-four years of service, from 1747 to 1771, crossed the 
Atlantic thirteen times, Charles Smith, 1763-1773, crossed the 
ocean eleyen times, John Mason, 1742-1753, crossed eight 
times, James Russel, 1748-1754, crossed seven times, so did 
John Osmond, 1765-1774, and Thomas Coatam, (741-1754. 
Four crossed six times, Hugh Percy, 1731-1754, William 
Muir, 1749-1754, John Steadman, 1731-1738, and James 
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Abcisrormbie, P743-1754. Three captains ‘crossed five times, 
two captains four times, thirteen captains three times and 
twenty twice. 

Same of thes: saptaing were reputed to be cruel and inhu- 
apmsters Governor Gordon refers in one of hic letters to 
the “horrid barbarity, with which the passengers were treated,” 
by one captain, while the passengers themselves called him “a 
wicked murderer of souls.” “2 But others were known as kind 
and considerate. Christopher Schultze, who came on the ship 
Saint Andrew, landing at Philadelphia, September f2er ed 
wrote of the captain, John Steadman: “We had a very good 
captain, who kept strictly to his contract, and very able sailors, 
who had very much patience with us.” 23 


JOURNEY TO PENNSYLVANIA 


The journey to Pennsylvania fell naturally into three parts. 
The first part, and by no means the easiest, was the journcy 
down the Rhine to Rotterdam or some other port. Gottlieb 
Mittelberger in his Journey to Pennsylvania in the Mente Setar 
writes: *4 

“This journey lasts from the beginning of May to the end of 
Octeber, fully half a year, amid such hardships as no one is 
able to describe adequately with their misery. The cause is be- 
cause the Rhine boats from Heilbronn to Holland have to pass 
by 26 custom houses, at all of which the ships are examined, 
which is done when it suits the convenience of the custom- 
house officials. Jn the meantime the ships with the people are 
detained long, so that the passengers have to spend much 
moncy. The trip down the Rhine lasts therefore four, five and 
even six weeks. When the shi 
tained there likewise five to six weeks. Because things are very 


ups come to Holland, they are de- 


dear there, the poor people have to spend nearly all they have 
during that time.” 

The second stare of the journey was from Rotterdam to 
one of the Englis!: ports. Most of the ships called at Cowes, on

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the Isle of Wight. This was the favorite stopping place, as 142 
ships are recorded as having sailed from Rotterdam to Cowes. 
Other ships touched at one of seven other channel ports. Tak- 
ing them from east to west they were: Deal, where twenty- 
two ships stopped, Dover, with eleven ships, Portsmouth 
thirty-two ships, Gosport, near Portsmouth, two ships, Porte 
in Dorsetshire, one ship (No. 109), Plymouth two ships, Fal- 
mouth, in Cornwall, four ships. One ship (No. 297) went from 
Rotterdam to London, one ship (No. 263) from Rotterdam to 
Berwick upon Tweed, on the east coast of Iéngland, near the 
Scotch border, five ships from Rotterdam to Leith in Scotland, 
two ships from Rotterdam to the Orkney islands (Nos. 110, 
163) and one ship from Rotterdam to St. Christopher, one of 
the West India islands. 

Another harbor in Holland, which was frequently used as a 
starting point for the ocean journey was Amsterdam. From 
there two ships went to Dover, two to Portsmouth, two to Gos- 
port, three to Cowes, one to Tingmouth (now Teéignmouth) in 
Devonshire, one -to Shields, on the cast coast of England and 
one to Aberdeen. 

Beginning with the year 1752, nine ships started in various 
years from Hamburg, Germany, and from there went either 
to Cowes or to Plymouth. No less than thirty-one ships came 
directly from London to Philadelphia. From 1766 to 1775, 
ten ships started from Lisbon, Portugal, while two ships are 
listed as coming from Boston and one from South Carolina to 
Philadelphia. 

In England there was another delay of one to two weeks, 
when the ships were waiting either to be passed through the 
custom house or waiting for favorable winds. When the ships 
had for the last time weighed their anchors at Cowes or some 
other port in England, then, writes Mittelberger, “the real 
misery begins with the long voyage. I‘or from there the ships, 
unless they have good wind, must often sail eight, nine, ten to 
twelve weeks before they reach Philadelphia. But even with 
the best wind the voyage lasts seven wecks.” 

The third stage of the journey, or the ocean voyage proper, 
was marked by much suffering and hardship. The passengers 
being packed densely, like herrings, as Mittelberger describes 
it, without proper food and water, were soon subject to all 
sorts of diseases, such as dysentery, scurvy, typhoid and small- 
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pox. Children were the first to be attacked and died in large 
nuinbers, Mittuberger reports the deaths of thirty-two ¢hit- 
dren on his shin Of the heartless cruelty practised he gives the 
following exes pte: “One day, just as we bal a heavy gale, 4 
woman in our ship, who was to give birth and could not under 
the circumstances of the storm, was pushed through the port- 
hole and dropped into the sea, because she was far in the rear 
of the ship and could not be brought forward.” 

The terrors of disease, brought about to a large extent by 
poor food and lack of good drinking water, were much aggra- 
vated by frequent storms through which ships and passengers 
had to pass. ““ilic misery reaches the climax when a gale rages 
for two or three nights and days, so that every one believes 
that the ship will go to the bottom with all human beings on 
board. In such a visitation the people cry and pray most pit- 
eously. When in such a gale the sca rages and surges, so that 
the waves rise often like mountains one above the other, and 
often tumble over the ship, so that one fears to go down with 
the ship; when the ship is constantly tossed from side to side by 
the storm and waves, so that no one can either walk, or sit, 
or lic, and the closely packed people in the berths are thereby 
tumbled over cach other, both the sick and the well—it will be 
readily understood that many of these people, none of whom 
had been prepared for hardships, suffer so terribly from them 
that they do not survive.” 75 

Wien at last the Delaware River was reached and the City 
of Brotherly J.ove hoye in sight, where all their miseries were 
to end, another delay occurred. A health ofhicer visited the ship 
and, if any persons with infectious diseases were discovered 
on the ship, if wes ordered to remove one mile from the city. 
As early as 1718, Dr. Thomas Graeme was appointed to visit 
and report on all income vessels. But no reports froma him 
AresoOn econ until thesyearel On Oia tember 1 ae 1279 8, 
Governor Gewese Thomas laid before the Board the reparts 
of Dr. Graeme, “setting forth the condition of four shtps 
lately arrived here froin Rotterdam and Amsterdam: And it 
being observed from one of the said reports that were the 
Passengers on Board the ships Nancy and Friendship allowed 
to be immediately landed, it might prove dangerous to the

health of the Inhabitants cf this Province and City, It is Or- 
dered that the Masters of thie said Ships be taken into Custody 
for their Contempt of the Governour’s Order, signified to 
them by Thos. Glenworth, pursuant to a Law of this Province, to 
remove to the Distance of one Mile from this City, and that they 
shall remain in Custody till they shall give security in the sum of 
Five Hundred Pounds each, to obey the said Order, and not to 
land any of their passengers Baggage, or Goods, till the Pas- 
sengers shall have been viewed and Examined, and untill they 
shall receive a Licence from the Governor for so doing.” ** 

The Governor urged at this time that a hospital be erected 
for sick passengers, but the Assembly refused to act until an 
epidemic broke out in the city of Philadelphia. Then the As- 
sembly voted to buy Fisher Island, at the junction of the 
Schuylkill with the Delaware. The island was bought in 1743. 
Onehebruaty 3)-1743, Governor Lhomas approvedsa, billy-* 
passed by the Assembly, for the purchase of this island of three 
hundred and forty-two acres, with the buildings on it, to be 
used for a hospital. The name of the island was changed to 
Province Island, and as such it appears on the map of Phil- 
adelphia, which we present. The erection of an adequate hos- 
pital was, however, delayed until the year 1750. 

Tow serious conditions were and how many of the sick pas- 
sengers died, after being brought to Province Island, appears 
from a statement of Jacob Shoemaker, an undertaker, which 
he handed in to the Council on November 14, 1754:

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A vivid acount of the arrival of these passenger ships in 
the harbor of Philadelphia, is given by the Rev. Henry 5 
Nirenlenbem: in a report, whieh ie sent tol lalletin’ the year

“After much delay one ship after another arrives in the 
harbor of Philadelphia, when the rough and severe winter is 
before the door, One or more merchants receive the lists of 
the freights and the agreement which the emigrants have 
signed with their own hand in Holland, together with the bills 
for their travel down the Rhine and the advances of the ‘new- 
landers’ for provisions, which they received on the ships on 
account. Pormerly the freight for a single person was six to 
ten louis d’ors, but now it amounts to fourteen to seventeen 
louis dors." Before the ship is allowed to cast anchor at the 
harbor front, the passengers are all examined, according to 
the law in force, by a physictan, as to whether any contagious 
disease exists among them. Then the new arrivals are led in 
procession. to the City Tiall and there they must tender the 
oath of allegianee to the king of Great Britain. After that 
they are brought back to the ship. Then announcements are 
printed in the newspapers, stating how many of the new ar- 
rivals are to be sold. Those who have money are released. 
Whoever has well-to-do friends Seeks a loan from them to 
Ddyeties puss, Dut titres ato Only a few wil -succetc. 
The ship becomes the niarket-place. The buyers make their 
choice among the arrivals and bargain with them for a cer- 
faim number of “years “and days. ‘They then take them to 
the merchant, pay thetr passage and their other debts and re- 
ceive from the government authoritics a written document, 
whicll miakes the newcomers, their property. imp a ocdeniitt 
period.” 

When we examine the lates of arrival of the ships, we note 
that the large majority of them arrived in the fall. [In Au- 
gust twenty-rine, in September one hundred and thirty-eight, 
in October ershty-six. &: November thirty-thrve and in Decem- 
ber fourteen. In none of the other months did the totals exceed 
five ships for each moath, Muchlenberg was, therefore, en- 
tirely correct when stated that most of the ships reached

Philadelphia when the hardships of winter were staring the 
newcomers in the face. 

But, in spite of all difliculties and hardships, new settlers 
continued to come. The wonder ts not that so many succumbed, 
put that so many faced all hardships uncomplainingly and after 
a few years of service emerged from all dificultics as success- 
ful farmers, who made the country blossom as a rose. It only 
shows of what sturdy stuff these pioneers were made. Modern 
historians describing their hardships do, no doubt, more com- 
plaining than they themselves ever did. 

Among the interesting documents, brought to Pennsylvania 
by the German pioncers, two deserve special mention, 

The first was a passport, with which all the emigrants com- 
ing from Germany and Switzerland were supposed to be pro- 
vided. One of these passports, of which we present a facsimile, 
Eeadiseassollows ;

The second document, which was taken along on the jJour- 
ney to America, was a letter of recommendation, tssued by the 
pastor of the church to the members of his flock, when they 
left their homes. One of these Ietters of recommendation, 
which has survived, and of which we present also a facsimile, 
reads as follows:

What makes this certificate of special interest is the fact 
that Mr. Paulus was one of the fellow-passengers of John An- 
drew Strassburger, when he came to Pennsylvania on the ship 
Loyal Judith, which landed at Philadelphia September 3, 1742.

There is still one more question to be discussed—the relu- 
tion of this publication to the earlicr editions of these lists. 
What is it that justifies the present publication? 

Reference has already been made to the fact that the oath 
of allegiance as well as the oath of abjuration were signed in 
the Court Lfouse at Philadelphia. Hence, the Clerk of Council 
copied the signatures to the oath of allegiance into the minutes 
of the Council. In this way the first forty-three lists, from 
September 18, 1727, to October 19, 1736, found their way into 
the minutes of the Council. They were published by the State 
of Pennsylvania in 1852, under the title Colonial Records. The 
lists appear in Vols. IIT-LV of these records. 

It was most likely this publication in the Colontal Records 
that drew the attention of IT. Daniel Rupp, the well-known his- 
torian of Pennsylvania to the lists. At any rate, in 1856, he pub- 
lished a book, entitled .f Collection of Thirty Thousand Names 
of German, Swiss, Dutch, French and Other Immigrants in 
Pennsy!vania from 1727 lo +, 0, ete. It contained the names 
of all the males of sixteen years and upwards, in the body of 
the book, the childsen’s name. being given in an appendix. In 
1875 anc later, ot or edition’ appeared, which Rupp calls 
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“carefully revised and much improved.”’ The improvement con- 
sisted in the fact that the names of the children under sixteen 
years were inserted, in the case of each ship, with which children 
are given, immediately under the names of the adults. Rupp also 
added sixtcen appendices and an “Interpretation of the Bap- 
tismal Names.” 

There are two main criticisms to be made of the publication 
of Rupp. In the first place, he was too arbitrary in his treat- 
ment of the lists. In not one case did he reproduce the lists 
exactly as he found them in the originals, but he radically 
changed the lists in everything that allowed of change. He 
changed the headings, he changed the arrangement of the 
names and he changed the spelling of the names. Secondly, he 
misread hundreds of names. . 

The headings were made up by Rupp from the Colonial Rec- 
ords, or condensed from the actual headings as found on the 
lists. In this attempt to condense many slips were, made, only 
a few of which need to be mentioned, by way of example. Oc- 
casionally he omitted the name of the ship. Thus in No. 43, he 
states that 110 persons were imported in the brigantine Perth- 
amboy, which should be, in the brigantine John, of Pertham- 
boy. In list 141, he omits both the name of the ship as well as 
the captain, the ship was Lydia and the captain John Randolph 
GpceroursNow 142). 

More frequently he misreads the names of the ships. Rich- 
mond and Elizabeth (No. 33) should be Richard and Lliza- 
beth. Virginus Grace (No. 46) should be Virtuous Grace. The 
name of ship No. 58 should not be Nancy and Friendship, but 
Friendship; while the name Nancy belongs to No. 59. The 
ship Bawley, No. 188, should be the ship Rawley, sce our list, 
No. rgt. Robert and Oliver (No. 55) should be Robert 
and Alice. Instead of Morton Star (No. 296) we should read 
Morning Star (see our list, No. 301). 

A number of captains’ names are also misread and mis- 
printed. Thomas Arnt should be Thomas Arnot, Willian) Me- 
Nair should read William Muir, Captain Lickey should be 
changed to Captain Lickley. 

The dates of the ships are frequently misprinted: October 
25,1748 (No. 123) should be August 24, 1749 (see our No. 
Iga ye oeprember fy) 1750 (Nor 1§6) should be October 17,

leversworse than this-is the fact that Rupp dropped occa- 
sionally the whole ou! the headiows-and thereby merged two pas- 
senger lists into on:. Chus list 143 (our list 149), dated Au- 
Gust 15,1750, giving the passengers of the ship Royal Union, 
extends in Rupp’s hook to the second column of p. 230." 
With the name Jacob Crebler a new list, our list 150 C, begins, 
which contains: the passengers of the ship St. Andrew. They 
arrived on the same date, August 15, 1750. 

In Rupp's list, No. 59, dated August 26, 1751, two lists 
have been merged, by dropping out several pages of man- 
uscript. What Rupp prints is the first part of the passengers of 
the ship Anderson, and on Pp. 247, beginning with Michael 
Barle, the last part of the passengers of the ship Elizabeth 
(SeerouliNo. 162 C). He also overlooked our list, No. 84, al- 
though it is found in three forms (No. 84 A, I} and C), and 
he omitted two later lists, No. 229 A and 233 A, as printed in 
our edition. 

Another objectionable feature of Rupp’s lists is that he re- 
arranged the names in all the lists. Instead of following: the 
order of the names as given on the originals, he rearranged 
them, apparently without any order and plan. In some’ of the 
lists, as for example on pp- 188-189, he printed the short 
names first, and placed the long names, consisting of three ele- 
ments, at the end. As a result, it is dificult to identify his lists, 
when we compare them with the Originals. 

The order of the names was often of great significance and 
importance. In many cases the Palatines came over in colonies, 
with their leader at the head of the list. This is the case in the 
very first list, headed by the Rev. G. M. Weis, a German Re- 
formed minister. We know definitely from his ordination cer- 
tifeate that he was the leader of this colony of Palatines.*3 
The two important Lutheran ministers, John Caspar Stoever, 
father and son, head the eighth list, dated September rr, ee 
Rupp puts their names near the end of the list. The tenth list, 
dated September 11, 1729, 1. headed by Alexander Mack, Sr.,

the leader of this Dunker colony. Rupp puts his name in t4th 
place. The sixteenth list, dated September 21, 1731, is headed 
in the original by the Rev. John Bartholomew Rieger. We have 
definite proof that he came to Pennsylvania at the head of a 
colony. Rupp gives his name the 36th place in his list. The 
Lutheran minister, Rev. John Christian Schultz, heads list 
No. 24. Rupp apparently thought this of no importance, for 
le puts his name in the 17th place. The sum total of all his re- 
arrangements ts, that he has obscured many important histor- 
ical facts, which lie buried in his lists. 

The most serious criticism of Rupp’s book, is however, that 
in literally hundreds of cases he failed to decipher the names 
correctly. It is, of course, true that in some cases no man living 
can decipher with certainty the awful scribbles of some of the 
writers. But, when there are several lists of a ship, we can se- 
cure much better results by a comparative study of the lists, 
which Rupp entirely neglected. He has not even copied the 
baptismal names as he found them in the originals, but substt- 
tuted in most cases the modern spelling. Moreover, his placing 
of the sick people at the end of the lists is arbitrary. In the 
OMemulsenieyenre scattered through the lists: 

This careful analysis shows how sadly defective and imper- 
fect isthe edition of Rupp. No wonder the State of Pennsyl- 
vania felt that these lists should be published in a more com- 
plete and perfect form. They were issued in 1890, under the 
editorship of Dr. William H. Igle, as Vol. XVIT of the second 
series of the Pennsylvania Archives. This publication excelled 
the book of Rupp in completeness. First of all, it added the 
Si eas uistss les true, NOt Vill tucmwere printed, tor out 
of the 138 captains’ lists, which have survived, only 97 ap- 
peared in print. Besides, in some cases, as in lists Nos. 1, §8, 
60, 61 and 84, the captains’ lists were substituted in place of 
the other lists, although this is not stated by the editor. Thus, 
the very first list in Vol. XVII of the frchives is the captain’s 
list, while the actual signatures were omitted, much to the mys- 
tification of the student, who wonders what has become of the 
list which Rupp gives as his first list. 

Another evidence of the more complete form, in which the 
lists are found in this edition, is the fact that the later lists, 
from 1786 to 1808, were included. This has added thousands 
of names to those of Rupp. But not all of the later lists were 
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printed. For some reason witch is not apparent all the lists of 


the years 1785, 1791 and 1792 were overlooked, so that our 


edition contains awhout forty new lists, from «785 to 1808, 
which are not found in the vf chives. 

Unfortunately Dr. Egle, who was a good historian but no 
Gernian scholar, was compelled to take over the names as 
praied by Nits. with all them mistakes; except tut he cor. 
rected most of the headings. In view of these facts, which can 
easily be verified by any one, qualified to read the originals, 
we must conclude that the former publications of these lists 
contain many grave defects, which seriously impair their use- 
fulness. Chere has been, therefore, a long and persistent de- 
mand for amore accurate publication. This demand the pres- 
ent publication secks to mect.

without any change or abbreviation. There are at present, from 
i Omi ss uirceauunctca and twenty-laur lists in the ar- 
chinespol the State or Pemisyivania, trom 1735 to 1808, the 
number is one hundred and cighty-two.

In order to present all tiie evidence now available regarding 
these lists, extracts from the minutes of the Provincial Council 
have been added, in the case of the first forty-three lists. In ad- 
dition, the reports of the health officers on the condition of the 
heaith of the passengers ire. now piven for the first time. 
There are thirty-one such health-certificates, two in 1741 
and twenty-nine from 1752 to 1755. Finally, in the notes, the 
editor has identified quite a number of the passengers. As his 
studies have bee» confined principally to the history of the Re-

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formed and Laitheran churches in Pennsylvania, these notes 
mention only Keformed and Lutheran leaders. There are hun- 
dreds of other names that can easily be identified. But that task 
has been left to later investirators.

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the originals. The printed book is meant to olfer as exact a 
transcript of the lists as can be made, with the exception of 


some details, as will appear in the following rules, which have 
been observed in editing the tex: 


t. The lists have been numbered by the editor, the numbers being 
placed in square brackets. 

2. Most of the lists have headings in’ the originals. But when no 
heading was given, the editor has added a heading, enclosed in square 
brackets. 

3. The headings of the lists are unpunctuated in the originals, Pune- 
tuation marks have been added by the editor. 

4. In many of the captains’ lists, the names are numbered. These 
numbers have been omitted. 

5. Unusual arrangements of the names in the captains’ lists have been 
disregarded. The names have been printed in the usual arrangement. 

6. Capital lecters have been substituted for all smidll letters used 
to begin Christian names as well as surnames. 

7. Vhe surnames have always been spelled as in the originals. Only 
in a few cases has the correct spelling been added by the editor in square 
brackets. 

8. Names that are spelled wrong have not been corrected, even though 
the error appeared plainly through the other lists. 

9. The phrase “Sick on board” is always given in the correct english 
spelling, instead of the many varying spellings that occur on the originals. 
They can be seen on the facsimiles. 

10, Other phrases, as “der Alt” or “der Jung,” have been changed to 
the corresponding Mnglish “Senior” and “Junior.” 

ri. Initials and marks of persons who could not write have been 
enclosed in round brackets (—), to distinguish them from the siynature 
made by the clerk. 

12, The phrase “his mark” which often accompanies the mark made 
by the signer, has always been omitted, as its insertion between the lines 
would have disfigured the text. 

13. Many of the curious and strange marks of the signers have not 
been imitated, but ordinary marks have been substituted. ‘The original 
marks can be seen on the facsimiles. 

14. The line, placed by many signers above their “nm” or “n" to in- 
dicate that they are to be doubled, has not been inserted, but instead 
the Ietters have been doubled. 
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The main emphasis of the editor has been laid throughout 
upon the proper decipherment of the names of the passengers, 
Wherever there was more than one list of a ship, the names on 
the different lists have been carcfully compared. From. this 
comparative study of the lists, many new and better readings 
have been obtained. There are, however, many names which 
defy all pain and patience to read them correctly. In these cases 
a question mark, enclosed in square brackets, indicates the un- 
certainty in the reading. 

But the chief distinction of the present edition is the fact 
that all the lists of signatures are reproduced in facsimiles in 
Vol. Il. These facsimiles comprise all the signatures on the 
B and the C lists. The captains’ lists have been omitted, as they 
are written in ISnglish characters. These facsimiles will enable 
the student who can read the German script to test the accur- 
acy of the decipherment. It is this feature of the new edition, 
which will give it permanent value and importance. 

This fine result could not have been secured without the 
whole-hearted co-operation of the authoritics of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Library and Archives, Captain Irederic A. God- 
charles, the Director of the State Library and Dr. Hiram H. 
Shenk, the State Archivist, who supplied most cheerfully pho- 
tostats for all the lists and information, whenever it was 
needed. The editor wishes to thank them heartily for all their 
valued assistance, without which the lists could not have been 
printed. 

Other persons who gave assistance in this work were Mr. 
H. S. Borneman, the Secretary of the Society, who gave his 
wholehearted support to the work, Mr. H. W. Kriebel of 
Pennsburg, Pa., who prepared the first copies of the lists, 
Mr. Frederick S. Fox, who acted as representative of Mr. 
Strassburger, and finally Mr. Strassburger himself, who has 
shouldered the large, financial burden, to make this edition a 
reality.

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CHAPTER X. 


HISTORICAL AND TOPOGRAPHICAL DESCRIPTION OF EACH TOWK- 
SHIP IN BERKS COUNTY. 


In giving the history, extent, &c., of the townships as now 
organized, each will be given as bounded at present; but in 
giving the names of the first settlers, these will be introduced, 
speaking of the townships as they were bounded at, or soon 
after the organization of the county. 


ALBANY TOWNSHIP. 


Albany township, lying a little east of due north from Read- 
ing, is one of the most northern townships in the county, and 
on account of its partial barrenness, was known for many years 
by the name of ** Allemeangel”—All-wants. It was, however, 
settled at a comparatively early period. In 1741, as it was 
then bounded, it contained thirty-seven taxables, and in 1758, 
it contained eighty-five taxables. The first settlers were Ger- 
mans, as will appear from the following list of names, including 
those who resided therein prior to 1756.

In the early part of February, 1756, the Indians committed 
several cruel and barbarous murders in this township. On the 
14th of February, 1756, the Indians came to the house of Fre- 
derick Reichelsderfer, shot two of his children, set his house 
and barn on fire, and burnt up all his grain and cattle. Thence 
they proceeded to the house of Jacob Gerhart, where they 
killed one man, two women, and six children. ‘*'T’wo children 
slipped under the bed, one of which was burned; the other es- 
caped, and ran a mile to get to the people. 

When the intelligence of this murder had reached Maxatany, 
many of the inhabitants of that township repaired to Albany, 
to see what damage had been done; while on their way, they 
received accounts of other murders: “When,” says Jacob 
evan wines ietten tom itocel wer epruary Lo, 1700, cl shad 
got ready to go with my neighbors from Maxatany, to see what 
damage was done in Albany; three men that had seen the 
shocking affair came and told me, that eleven were killed, eight 
of ther burnt, and the other three found dead out of the fire. 
An old man was scalped, the two others, little girls, were not 
scalped.’’* 

On the 24th of March following, says the Pennsylvania Ga- 
zette, April 1, 1756, ten wagons went up to Allemaengle (Al- 
bany) to bring down a family with their effects; and as they 
were returning, about three miles below George Zeisloff’s, 
were fired upon by a number of Indians from both sides of the 
road; upon which the wagoners left their wagons and ran into 
the woods, and the horses frightened at the vad and terrible 
yelling of the Indians, ran down a hill and broke one of the 
wagons to pieces. ‘That the enemy killed George Zeisloff and 
his wife, a lad of twenty, a boy, of twelve, also a girl of four- 
teen years old, four of whom they scalped. That another girl 
was shot in the neck, and through the mouth, and scalped, not- 
withstanding all which she got olf. That a boy was stabbed 
in three places, but the wounds were not thought to be mor-

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tilene nit they killed two of the horses, and five are missing, 
with which it is thought the Indians carried off the most valu- 
able goods that were in the wagon.’ 

Sometime in November, 1766, the Indians appeared again in 
this township and carried off the wife of, and three children of 
Adam Burns—the youngest child was only four weeks old. In 
the month of June, 1757, the Indians murdered one Adam 
Trump—they took ‘Trump's wife and his son, a Jad nineteen 
years old, prisoners; but the weman escaped, though upon her 
flying, she was so closely pursued by one of the Indians, (of 
which there were seven,) that he threw his tomahawk at hee 
and cut her badly in the neck. ‘The instances of murder were 
both numerous and barbarous in this township. 

Its preseut boundary is as follows: On the north and west 
by the Blue mountain, owing to the singular configuration of 
the mountain; on the cast by Lehigh county, and on the south 
by ebicesnneh township. It contains about twenty-cne thou- 
sand acres of land. ‘The soil in the north-western part is slats 
or shale, and in the south-eastern part somewhat sandy; but 
upon aie whole, the soil is of inferior quality throughout the 
township, and the surface broken and hilly. It is drained by 
Maiden creek, which flows through the south-eastern part, in- 
tersecting the township unequally, and its tributaries, which 
are Mill creek and Stony run on the east, and Pine creek and 
one or two smaller streams on the west. Besides the mountain 
on the north, noted for its prominent termination, there is Round 
Top or “ Peaked Mountain,” rising in the form of a sugar loaf, 
to the height of a thousand feet or more. ‘There are three 
churches in this township, two forges, seven grist mills, five 
saw mills, six public houses, two stores, eight schools, two jus- 
tices of the peace, John Miller and George Reagan, Esqs. 
There are two post offices in the township, viz. at I° a ols: 
ville, and at Union Iron Works. Population in 1510, was 996; 
in 1820, 1182; 1830, 1129; 1840, 1057, according to the 
census: ISL horses, 643 horned cattle, 604 sheep, 585 swine; 
raise L158 bushels of wheat, 9952 rye, 6852 corn, 4590 oats, 
2932 buckwheat, 6302 potatoes, 590 tons of hay, 822 pounds of 
wool.

GREENWICH TOWNSHIP. 


Greenwich towhship was formed about 1852, out of part of 
Allemangel, which had been settled prior to 1836. It was 
originally nearly wholly settled by Germans, among whom 
tyere a few of the descertdants of French Huguenots. Dunny 
the French and Indian war, from 1754 to 1760, the inhabitants, 
in common with all the frontier settlers of Berks, were occa- 
sionally alarmed by their cruel enemies, . 

In March, 1755, the Indians burned the house of Barnabas 
Seitel, who lived on the borders of the township, and the mill 
of Peter Conrad; killed the wife of Balsar Neytong, and made 
captive his son, a lad of eight years of age. They fired five 
times upon David Howell, and the last time shot hun through 
the arm. 

The settlers were also alarmed by the news of murders com- 
initted in the township, immediately north; namely, in Albany 
township, when they heard of the horrid massacre of Jacob 
Gerhart’s family, and others. ‘These were trying times.

Greenwich is bound: north by Albany township, north-east 
by Lehigh county, south-east by Maxtawny township, south 
by Richmond, and west by Windsor; mean length six miles 
and a half, and mean breadth four and a half; contains nearly 
fourteen thousand acres of land, generally hilly; and the soil, 
gravel, of an ordinary quality. Round-top hill, or Peaked 
mountain, on the northern boundary ofthe township, presents 
a prominent feature, and gives a similar character to the aspect 
of the surface in its vicinity. | 

The Maiden creek, which passes through the north-western 
part of the township, affords water power, as do several other 
streams in the township; among these 1s Lacony creek, a branch 
of ‘Maiden creek, which flows in a serpentine course of five 
miles along the southern boundary, receiving, as it progresses, 
Mill creek, and several smaller rivulets. ‘here are six grist 
mills, five saw mills, fourtanneries, one forge, an oil mill and a 
pottery, in the township. 

There are two small towns, IClinesville, seven miles from 
Hamburg, on the State road, leading from Hamburg to Allen- 
town; Grimsville, on the same road, ten miles from Hamburg 
—three stores, andseven taverns. In 1840, the following Re- 
volutionary pensioners lived in this township :—Andreas Camp, 
George Hincley, and Peter Steger.

HEIDELBERG TOWNSHIP. eric 


Heidelberg township was so called by the first settlers, ae 
the capitol of the country whence many of them had emigrated 
to America. It was named after Hiedelberg g, a city of south 
Geriuany, in the duchy of Baden, and the seat of a town and 
district bailiwick, at the foot of the Kaiserstuhl, on the Neckar, 
about twelve miles above its confluence seh the Rhine, ate 
Manheun. 

When settlements were commenced: by the Germans, ee 
whose coming and settling a detailed account will be’ given 
below,) they “scattered themselves in the midst of the Indian 3, 
who complained much to rovernment, of the “foreigners,” that 
their corn had been destroyed by those people’s creatures.— 
Sassoonan or Allummapees, at a council held at Philadelphia, 
in the Great meeting house, June 5, 1728, complained bitterly 
of the intrusions by ‘the, Germans at Tulpahoca, (Hiedelberg. ) 
In addressing secretary Logan, he said: ‘“‘ He was grown old. 
and was troubled to see the christians settle on lands that the 
Indians had never been paid for—they had settled on Azs lands, 
for which he had never received any thing.” That he is now 
an old man, and must soon die, that his children may wonder 
to see all their father’s lands gone from them, without his*re- 
ceiving any thing for them, that the christians now make their 
settlements very near them, and they shall have no place of 


their own left to live on.—Col. Rec. in. p. 338. 


A few years after this complaint by Sassoonan, ‘Thomas 
Penn purchased the Tulpehocken lands, now forming Berks 
and Lebanon counties. At the time of Penn’s purchase, 1782, 
and ten or fifteen years later, the tawny sons of 'Tulpahoca had 
a cluster of Indian villages, north of the present site of Wor- 
melsdorf, under the Kittatiny or Blue Mountain. 

In a preceding chapter,* it -has been stated, that some Ger- 
mans had settled in Tulpehocken, the greater part of which 
Jay within the bounds of Heidelberg township, when Berks 
Pa was organized. As it may be interesting to the general

Long-swamp is bounded on the north-east by Lehigh county 
south-east by Hereford township, south by District and Rock-

MAIDEN CREEK TOWNSHIP. 


Maiden creek township has its name from a considerable 
stream of that name, which crosses the township diagonally 
from its extreme northern point toits remotest southern bounds. 
The Indian name of the stream was Onteelaunece. Whence the 
name Maiden creek?

‘Ihe prin- 
cipal stream, affording water power, is Sacony creek, a branch 
of Maiden creek, passing through the south-western part of the 
township, turning several mills as it seeks a northern direction 
towards Maiden creek; and Mill creek, a branch of Sacony, 
runs south-west for the distance of three miles in the township; 
there are several mills on this stream. ‘here are several 
churches in this township, one in the southern part, and another 
at I<utztown, both common to the German Reformed and Lu-. 
therans. tr 

Kutztown, on the west side of Sacony creek, in this town- 
ship, 1s a considerable post villagze—a borough—having been in- 
corporated by an act of Assembly, March Ist, 1S15—situated

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in Maxatawny valley, on the Allentown and Readine road: 
being midway between both, and 17 miles from either. It con- 
tains about one hundred and tw enty-five dwellings, with a 
population rising of seven hundred; several stores, taverns, am 
academy of advanced standing, and a church, as mentioned 
above. 

A certain gentleman, who spent a few days at this place, 
two years ago, In writing to a friend, speaking of Kutztown 
and vicinity, says:—“ The peasantry are honest, hard-working 
Crermans. Here they lock no doors. The congregations of 
different sectarian faiths, worship in the same church on alter- 
nate Sundays. The emcee is filled with attentive people, and 
every ereat pt oportion are communicants. ney have an ex- 
cellent organ, made in thiscounty. Preaching in German. It 
pains mie to observe in every country church yard, the naked 
marble slabs, unsheltered by a single tree, and unadorned by a 
single shrub or flower.”

The farm now owned by Gideon Hoch, in 
the north-eastern part of this township, is part of a tract sold 
by William Penn to John Snashold, then both of England. The 
deed calls for five hundred acres—dated May 6, 1682, 
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Peter Read, John High; Ludwick Marburger, George Kleim, 
Henry Fonal. 


This township is bounded north by Rockland and Pike; east 
by Earl; south by Amity and Ixeter; and on the west by Al- 
sace and Ruscommanor; mean length five miles; breadth four 
and a half; contains shir teed thousand six hundred acres of land, 

generally very level, and principally first rate limestone,— 

some in a very high state of cultivation. The average valuc 
of Jand, frorn thirty to sixty-five dollars per acre; watered by 
the sources of Manokisy and Manatawny creeks.

‘There are several villages in this township; Coxtown, in the 
extreme south part of the township, was laid out about fifty 
years ago by one Cox, whose name it bears; there are two stores 
and two taverns in it, and the usual handicraft. Walnut town, 
a few miles west of Cox town, has some eight or ten houses. 
Virginsville consists of half a dozen houses, two taverns and 
a store, 

There isa remarkable natural curiosity in this township. It 
is called the Dragon’s cave. It has been described by a gen- 
tleman of Berks county. ‘The entrance to the cave,’’ he 
says, “is on the brow ofa hill, in the edge of a cultivated field. 
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Passing into it, the adventurer descends about fifty yards by a 
rough narrow passage, and then turns to the left at an acute 
anzle with the passage hitherto pursued. After proceeding 
about thirty yards farther, he enters the great chamber, about 
fifty feet long, twenty wide, and fifteen to twenty feet high, in 
a rock of limestone. Near the end of this chamber, opposite to 
the entrance, is the aléar, a large mass of Stalactile, which 
viigs under the hammer, and is translucent. Formations of 
Stalactile are found in other parts of the cave, though none so 
large as the mass just mentioned.” .

ROBESON TOWNSHIP. 


Rodeson township was settled at an early period. Among 
its first and principal settlers, were the Friends or Quakers.— 
‘hese were Gaius Dickinson, John Scarlet, and Peter Thomas— 
all Friends, and who settled when the country was a wilder- 
ness. 

Little has been preserved of the first settlers, of interest.— 
Our friend, T. J&. Lee, of Iuxeter, has furnished the following: 
“Thomas,”’ says Lee, “was in the habit of turning out his 
cattle to browse upon the bushes, and sending a boy and girl 
in the evening to collect them; one evening, the dark shades 
began to spread gloom over the forest, but they did not return. 
‘The old man, like the father of Saul, left caring for the cattle, 
and cared only for the children. He set off in search of them, 
and proceeding along a path through the thick woods for a 
distance, he met the children returning, while the wolves and 
bears were howling around them.”

Hamburg is a considerable village on the east bank of the 
Schuylkill river.

There is a bridge over the Schuylkill 
here. Considerable improvement has lately been made on the 
country around this town. Some of the land has been render- 
ed highly productive. ‘This shows what can be done by pro- 
per culture.

Dr. Lichtenwalner attended the common and private 
schools of the place of his nativity, and when thirteen 
years of age went to Quakertown and entered a school 
taught by Professor Horne. remaining there four years. 
de then spent a short time at a business scltiool at 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., and returned home and spent two 
years at Philadelphia, 1865-6, at the Homeopathic Med- 
ical College. Ile read medicine two years with Doctors 
Slough and Hulirich. at Fogelsville, Lehigh county.

BRIGHT or BRECHT. ‘The ancestor of this old and 
numerous family of Berks county was Stephen Brecht. 
a native of Germany, where he was born Ieb. 17, 1692. 
He was one of the emigrants trom the Palatinate who 
landed at New York about 1720. These emigrants 
first settled at Schoharie, N. Y., but because of the 
unbearable treatment they received at the hands of 
Governor Hunter, of the Province of New York, 
sought refuge elsewhere. Hearing of the justice ac- 
corded the settlers in Penn's Province, by the pro- 
prietors, and the fertility of the soil, excellent water 
and other advantages, many of them came into this 
district.

Miss Kemp was born in Hamburg, daughter of 
Joseph and Sarah (Geyer) Kemp, Joseph Kemp was 
a highly educated man and taught school for a number 
of years, winning a high reputation as an instructor. 
He died in 1875, at the’ age of forty-seven. Seven chil- 
dren were born to him and his wi:e, but two of whom, 
however, lived to maturity. These are: Elwood L..’ 
clergyman and educator, who attended the schools of 
Berks county, and then after an advanced course of 
instruction under private teachers, became a student 
in Franklin and Afarshall College, Lancaster, from 
which he was graduated in 1881, and after a theolog- 
ical course was ordained a minister of tne Reformed 
Church in the United States. He was professor of 
Ancient Languages from 1881 to 1886; of Psychology 
and Pedagogy from 1886 to 1888 at the Keystone State 
Normal School at Kutztown. He was president of 
Wichita (Kans.) University, 1888 to 1891; president of 

alatinate College, Alyerstown, Pa., 1891 to 1893; vice 
principal, 1893 to 1902, and principal, 1902 to the present 
time, of East Strouds shure State™ Normal schncn, “hie ts 
principal of the faculty of Pocono Pines Chautauqua 
Assembly, Pa. He is the author of “Idyl of the War,” 
and other poems published in 1882; “History of Educa- 
tion,’ published in 1902. In 1903 he was awarded the 
degree of Doctor of Science by Franklin and Marshall 
College. The other child attaining mature years is 
Miss Annie FE. 

Miss Kemp was educated in the schools of Ham: 
burg. I'rom = earliest childhood she evinced a love 
for music that gave no doubt as to her ultimate calling. 
She was a Sees of the Sternburg School of Music, 
and also studied under Prof. Baltzell, Mrs. Moulton 
and Miss Virgil, of New York. She opened her first 
school in Reading in 1891, and it was then known as 
the Kindergarten School of Music, her natural love 
for the little folks having early given her remarkable 
success in their instruction. Her own ability was so 
pronounced that it was not long before she was in- 
duced to accept older pupils. and the wedge once en- 
tered, she has numbered many who have eclsewhere 
had the advantages of a higher musical education. 
While she uses the Virgil method of instructicn in 
hand shaping and time beating, she has evolved from . 
her own experience a simple method of teaching, par- 


ticularly beneficial to beginners. This method is so 
simplified that children of no more than four years 
have been easily taught. Miss Kemp’s pupils have, 


many of them, come from the’ best homes in Reading, 
and she has developed some wonderful. talent. As is- 
but natural in one so gifted with the divine art, she is 
a woman of much refinement. She has corsiderahle 
literary ability. frequently contributing to musical pub- 
(ications, and was during its existence a contributer to 
the Woman’s Club Bulletin, acting as ee of the 
Department of Music. Miss Nemp is working on and 
will soon have ready for the publisher a serics of grad- 
ed studies which will be of interest and great educa- 
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tional value to young students. Miss Kemp is also 
very fond of painting and if it were not for the de- 
mands made by her music would be justified in de- 
voting some time to the development of her talent 
in this art. She was a special pupil for two years 
at the School of Design, in Philadelphia, under a pupil 
of Carolus Duran, studying both oil and water colors. 

Hartman Leitheiser, Miss Kemp’s maternal great- 
grandfather, enlisted at Reading, in the year 1775, un- 
der Capt.: Nagle, and marched to Boston, where his com- 
pany was attached to Col. Hand’s regiment. He con- 
tinued in service one year, enlisting again, in the vear 
1776, in the Flying Camp for six months, under Capt. 
Fricker, in Col. Klotz’s regiment, after which he was 
appointed an ensign in Capt. J. Bowers Company, 6tn 
Pennsylvania Regiment, under Col. McGaw. This com- 
pany was commanded by Lieut. Baker, and was con- 
tinued in service during the Revolutionary war. In 
1792 Mr. Leitheiser again entered the service of his 
country, and was appointed an ensign in the sub-legion; 
in 1794 he was appointed a lieutenant, and in 1800 a 
captain, during which time he served under General 
Anthony Wayne against the Indians. 


YE IAM CC, MATTHIAS, a mechanical and elec- 
trical engineer of Reading, and superintendent of the 
Fire Alarm and Police Telegraph System of that city, 
was born there June 18, 1871, son of David and Eliz- 
abeth (Whitman) Matthias, and he has passed prac- 
tically all of his life in his home town. He obtained 
his education in the public schools and the Keystone 
State Normal School, at Kutztown, after leaving the 
latter learning the machinist’s trade ah Davies, Printz 


& Co. After completing his apprenticeship he was 
employed at the Diamond Drill Works at Birdsboro, 
and later was with the Reading Hardware Company. 


In 1900 he entered the City Engineer’s office, where 
he remained three years, and then he became second 
assistant city clerk, holding that position three years. 
This he resigned to accept the post of mechanical 
and electrical-engineer at the city’s Sewage Disposal 
Plant. While there he designed and patented numerous 
devices for the treatment and disposal of sewage, 
which are used extensively in Read ae and else- 
where. This position he resigned to accept that of 
superintendent of the City Fire Alarm and Police 
Telegraph System, to which he had been appointed 
April 1, 1908. Since accepting this office he has prac- 
tically rebuilt the system, introducing a number of 
improved methods. The city is now equipped with 
two sets of wires and double sets of alarm boxes, 
thereby affording the people cheaper, better and quicker 
service from both the fire and police departments.

If a will has been made by the decedent, it is 
offered for probate by an attorney, or the exe- 
cutors, who make the distribution. of the &state 
according to the stipulation of the will, 


If a will has not been made by the decedent, a 
request must be submitted for Letters of Admin- 
stration, The Administrators appcinted then 
make the distribution of the estate. 


This Index give, the decedents name, the year, 
of the recording, the Executor (or executors) or 
the Administrator (or Administrators), with the 
volume number and page of the recording. 


In some cases, the letters “d.b.n." are present, 
the Administration of the estate has died, or 
possibly renounced the right to serve and, the 
Court has appointed another to take his place.
